tions in Europe. 

Thus fat, Gentlemen, we INE Room to

For as there has been no one 
who has read of, or explain'd them, it is. 
neceſſary ro know their ſeveral Particulars 
and their Uſes, while the Gardens are in 
their Winter-Dreſs. 
Nor does this at all break N my 
Botanical Lecture, ſince the Mineral, Vege- 
table, and Animal Kingdoms, are harmo- 
nious to one another. The Mineral Bodies 
are aſſiſtant to the Vegetable Bodies, as 
well as the Vegetable to the Mineral; and 
the Vegetables are likewiſe aſſiſtant to the 
Animals, as the Animals are to the Vege- 
tables. 1% W276. * 

We have many Inſtances how much the 
ſame Vegetable will proſper or decline, as 
the Soil happens to be more or leſs favour- 
able; and the ſame is the Caſe between the 
Vegetable and Animal Bodies: For an Ani- 
mal, as it finds Vegetables proper for its 
Nouriſhment, more or leſs, will be more or 
leſs improv'd; and Experience reaches us, 
that the Juices of Animals are always help- 
jul to Vegetables: For if we lay the Fleſh of 
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an Animal, or the Soil deriv'd from it, to 
the Root of a ſickly Plant, it will certainly 
promote its Growth. - 

It is remarkable, hone? , in PE firſt 
Place, that Earths are not always immedi- 
ately affording proper Nouriſhment to Ve- 
getable Bodies, as in the Caſe of the Viſcus 
or Miſletoe, the Moſles, Dodder, and other 
Vegetable Bodies, which will only grow up- 
on the Plants themſelves, and never in the 
pure Earth: For all theſe feed, or are nou- 
riſh'd by the excrementitious Juices of the 
Plants they grow upon; and it may be, 
that they do not in a little partake of the

For when we examine the Caſe of ino- 
culating or grafting of Fruits, the favourite 
Fruit, which we put upon the moſt ſour 
Crab, when it has taken or adher'd to that 
Stock, notwithſtanding the unpleaſant Sharp- 
neſs of the Stock, the Fruit which proceeds 
from the Graff or Bud, will be the ſame it 
was before, unleſs perhaps the Crab has a 
more than ordinary, or leſs Agrecableneſs to 
it; and then it is likely we ſhall have the 
Fruit in a ſmaller Bulk, but yer poſſeſs'd of 
the ſame Quality. So do I reckon all Herbs 
or Vegetables whateyer, to preſerve their 
Virtues in every Kind of Soil, excepting on- 
ly that we might uſe them in greater or leſ- 
ſer Quantity, the more or leſs they are re- 
ſtrain d in their Nouriſhment. 
By this one may ſee, how much Earths 
of different Kinds may act upon Vegeta- 
bles, with regard to their Powers; and ſo 
it may be ſaid, that Animals, which feed 
upon Vegetables, may be underſtood as we

Wormus obſerves, that in Denmark, in 


boggy Places, the Swallows bury themſelves

and ſeveral Inſects of the Beetle-kind do the 
ſame with us. We have heard that the 
Swallow is a Bird of Paſſage from us about 


October, to ſome other Part of the World, 


and I am apt to judge that it is ſo; | becauſe 
I have ſeveral Times obſery'd, chat in the 


Month of October, about the Aits or Twig 


Grounds in the River Thames, near Wand/- 
worth, Iſleworth, and Places thereabout, the 
Swallows have gather'd i in large Bodies, and 


were all loſt or departed from thence in a 


Day's Time; I ſuppoſe ſomewhar like the 
Storks in Holland, who gather themſelves 
into a Body about Harlemmere at the ſame 


Seaſon, till they are all collected, and then

Theſe, whether we weak 6 of Minerals

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Vigant would haue it, was ferch'd' from. 


thence; for he ſuppoſes the People of thoſe 
Times being little skill'd in Navigation, 


could fetch it from no other Place. The 
lame Signore Vigani endeavours to probe 
Gold to be a Vegetable in the Earth, and 


that like a Ties i it has a Trunk, Root, 


Boughs, &c. In his own Words L give it, 
vi. Whether it is not like a Coal- Mine, 


which begins, like a little Plant, to ſpread 
it ſelf, and by Degrees increaſes, and ex- 


tends it ſelf into Branches; ſo that, as ſome 
of the Colliers have informed him, one of 


theſe Rudiments of a Coal-Mine, in twenty 


Years, will grow from a ſmall Point, to be 


as big as a Man's Arm ; from this, he ob- 


ſerves, that various other Fibres proceed, 


and ſpread chemſelves like the Branches of a 


Tree.

Ron, or Ferrum N. ati vum, is found in 
1 many Parts of England, as well as in 
. Norway or Sweden. Tis made Steel by 
| hearing i it often in the Fire, and extinguiſh- 
ing it immediately in Water at every Hear, 
' which renders it more ſolid and compact; 
and then it is call d Chalybs, or Steel. But 
as far as it relates to Phyſick, the Infuſion 
of it does not ſeem to carry with it more 
Virtue than the common Iron, We may 
ſce the Method of refining and forging Iron 
in the Phile/. Tranſ. No 137. 

It is remarkable in the Da 5 of Iron, which 
appears like a Cinder almoſt vitrified, that 
after it has been ſome Time expoſed to the 
Air and broken into ſmall Parts, a grear 
deal of Tron may be then extracted from it, 
as I have found by Experience. But hither- 
to I do not know any of the Workers in 
the Iron Forges or Furnaces, that underſtand 
any thing of it.

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I have made ſeveral Experiments in this 
Way, which may prove ſerviceable Ss 
as deal in Mines of that Sort. | 

Take of the Cinders or Droſs of Iron, 
and beat them well, till they are reduc'd to 
a fine Powder; apply then the Magnet, or 
Loadſtone, to that Powder, and ſuch of 
the Parts as are pure Iron, will adhere to 
it; bruſh thoſe off, and apply the Load- 
ſtone again to the Powder, turning the 
Powder every Time, till we find no more 
Iron adhere to the Stone. 

In a Pound of this Glaſs ſo beat, I have 
collected near ſix Ounces of Iron by this 
Means; but commonly it anſwers about 
four Ounces to the Pound; which is ſo 
much Loſs to the Proprietor; but might be 
well enough ſaved, if there was more Care 
taken in the fluxing of it at firſt.

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ſo much Silver as amounted to twenty Thou- 5 


and Pound Sterling, Ro 


Thou gh there is Quickſ lver in 1 
yet they have not enough for their Uſe; ſo 


the Spaniards ballaſt their Galleons with 


the Quickſilver of their own Countrey, 
which they tyc up in Bladders, which Blad- 


ders they buy of the Engl: 5 and Dutch 
Merchants. 


I cannot imagine what was the Occafion 


that Lemery had Thoughts of making a 


Sublimate of Mercury = Sulphur, which 
when finiſh'd, we call Cinnabaris Offic. 
only to make it more commodious for 
Tranſportation. When this Cinnabar is in 
America, they diſtil the Mercury again 


from the Cinnabar, as we do from the Mi-

This Stone has carried with it many fu

niack, with Amber; ſo we have like wiſe the 
Spiritus Salis Ammomiaci acidus, or the 
acid Spirit of Sal Armoniack: And the Sal 
Ammoniacum Diureticum, or Diuretick Sal 
Armoniack, to which we may add the Sal 
Volatile Olegſum. There are many other 
Preparations of Armoniack which I ſhall 
forbear to mention, becauſe they are not in 
Uſe.

I ſhould be apt 
to conjecture, that moſt of our chalybeat 
Waters paſs through a Body of this Sort 
It is certain this Earth has ſome Particles of 
Iron in it. It is of a paliſh Red, oily to the 
Tongue, or viſcous. It is a fine Aſtringent, 
and a Vulnerary. Ir is preſcribed in Diar- 
rhza's, Hzmorrhages, Catarrh's, and al 
Kinds of Defluxions. They uſe it likewiſe 
in ſtrengthening Plaiſters; but any of the ſ- 
gillated Earths, I believe, would be as uſe- 
na - | 
The Laprs Granatus, or Granate Stone;

to its Value, is, that it has been formerly 


placed among the brighter Gems. We find 
them now about Briſtol, and in Ireland 
plentifully.

One could give ſeveral Haines how

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Such Eſſence or Oil is beſt to be extract- _ 
ed from Plants when they have been well _ 
dry'd and kepr in a dry Place; for when 181 
the Air meets. with them, ir will attract 1 
theſe Parts, and make them loſe cheir Smell, 
as we find in the Winter Mayaram, and o- 
ther aromarick Plants, even while they are 
abroad in the Winter. 5 

A dry'd Root, at the ſame Time mana- 
ged in the ſame Way, and gathered at a 
proper Seaſon, will reſerve its reſinous Parts, 
and operate, if it has Powers enough, as a 
Cathartick, while the Seed may Perhaps be 
only a 8 or Diuretiek. | 

An Inſtance of this is the Root of the 
Jallap, whoſe Reſin purges violently, but the 
whole Root, infuſed, is a gentle Cathartick.

This Tree has. not been 
known as yet, by. the beſt Botaniſts; even 
Mr. Petapher, the famous Apothecary in 
Alder ſgate-ftreet, could not diſcover it, not- 
withſtanding his Expence and indefatigable 
Enquiry, But we have lately received a 
Preſent from a Gentleman who bas been 
in thoſe Parts, ſent to the Univerſity of 
Cambridge, of ſome Seeds of the Tree, 
which appear to be the moſt like Plum- 
Stones, and which we hope to propagate. 
Is Virtues are well known in Intermitting 
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3 where it generally has good Succek. 

It is 3 Aſtringent; and in all Ca- 
ſes wh ſeems to be deſperate, 
and cannot otherwiſe be ſtopped, the tak- 


ing of this internally proves an excellent 


Styptick. It is therefore good in all Kinds 
of Fluxes, and Diſorders from Relaxations, 
The late Dutcheſs of Beaufort, who 'was 
fo curious in Botany, and other curious Sub- 
, had always a Tincture of rhis Bark in 
Red Wine by her, to give, as a Bitter, when 
any of the People about her had their Sto- 
machs too. much relaxed.

We have likewife ſome Spaws of great 
Repute in England, which tho' they are 
offenſive to the Smell, yet are extraordi- 
nary in all Scrophulous Caſes, as well by 
taking them inwardly, as bathin g in them; 
Theſe Spaws abound more in Iron than in 
Sulphur , and have ſome Salt mixed with 
tem. There is a very remarkable one of 
chis Sort at Mitcham in Surry, in a Gen- 
tleman's Garden, which indicates to us, 
that there is both Iron, Sulphur and Salt 
which the Spring paſſes through: This 
commonly proves Emetick to thoſe who 
take it, and has even cured the Evil and 
the Leproſy, beſides many Hundred of the 
Ich. The Reaſon why I aftirm that it de- 
pends upon Salt, Sulphur and Iron, is from 
many Experiments that have been made by 
my ſelf, and others, concerning Earthquakes; 
and we find that when theſe Mixtures are 
put together, they always produce the like 
Scent, and the like Virtue Waſter ater is 
poured upon them, 
The Bath Waters, which are fo godd in 
Scrophulous-Cales, is chiefly owing to the 
Sulphur 
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Sulphur and Iron Veins it paſſes through; 
_ according to Mr. Tournefort's Obſer- | 
vations on the Iſland of Milo in che Archi. 
pelago, Mount Arna, and Mount Y gſuuius 
they all have their Heat from the Mixture of 
5 Iron and Sulphur found by digging in the 
3 Ground about them, and the Experiment of 
* making an artificial Earthquake en theſe 
Ingredients plainly ſhews it. 
All Waters are therefore governed in ther 
virtues by the ſeveral Minerals or Strata of 
Earth which they paſs thro'. 

So the different Virtues in the Air of ſeve- 
ral Places procedes from the Minerals or Me- 
tallick Bodies reſpectively at each Place, 
which emit their Efluvia that mix with 
the common or more ſimple Air; and there- 
fore different Places are appointed by the 
Phyſicians for Perſons afflicted with e 
tics:
